New Drug 
Helped To 
Remove Peanut 


CALGARY. —A peanut was re- 
sponsible for a medical tech- 
nique discovered by two Cal- 
gary doctors. 


Use of the drug ACTH by Dr. M. 
K. McGougan and Dr, S. B, Thorson 
in removing a peanut from the throat 
of a two-year-old boy last June, sav- 
ing his life, was termed a revolu- 
tionary discovery in the current is- 
sue of the Canadian Medical Asso- 
ciation Journal. 

The patient, Wayne Poffenroth, 
choked on a peanut with a violent 
reaction in his breathing tubes. Dr. 
McGougan at the Calgary General 
Hospital was unable to remove the 
peanut by normal extraction, because 
of the excessive swelling. He per- 
formed a tracheotomy, opening an- 
other channel to enable the boy to 
breathe, but the doctor was frustrat- 
ed again when he attempted to re- 


move the peanut through the new 
opening. 
That same night Dr. McGougan 


drove 38 miles south to High River 
| to discuss the case with Dr. Thorson. 
It occurred to them that an intra- 
| muscular injection of ACTH, previ- 
|ously used to alleviate allergic con- 
| ditions and shock, might help.

Miracle Drugs From 


The Slaughterhouse

A miracle for victims of many 
diseases is taking place in the stock- 
yards of Chicago. Hope is replacing 
blind despair as science reclaims 
more than 100 medicines from the 
glands, livers and tissues of cattle, 
pigs and sheep. 

Although chemists have been able 
to synthesize many drugs, insulin, a 
hormone extract known for 30 years, 
defies them and every drop used by 
diabetic Americans comes from the 
slaughter houses and laboratories 
housed in side streets hard by the 
stockyards, 

Among other life-giving pharma- 
ceuticals produced in Chicago are 
liver extracts for the cure of anemia, 
cholesterol for the preparation of 


tacular of the stockyard by-products 
and are helping the packers to reach 
their goal of “using all of the pig 
but the squeal.”’ i 

Other by-products can be found in 
the Metropolitan Opera house where 
a meat by-product is used to string 
fiddies; in Florida in the canned or- 
ange juice industry, while another 
helps separate sand from iron ore in 
the fields of Minnesota, 

A striking example of how the 
packing industry is exploiting the 
parts of the animal formerly discard- 
ed is a new chemical works at Mc- 
Cook, Ill, that produces 100,000,000 
pounds of fatty acids yearly. 

These acids are broken down into 
products with such mystifying names 
as palmitic 49, amide, nitrile and 
quatrenary, which become basic in-

MONTREAL, — Bernie “Boom 
Boom” Geoffrion of Montreal Cana- 
diens was selected as the top rookie 
for 1951-52 in a season featured by 
more high-class first-year players 
than in any previous campaign.

Strict Code For 
Women Losing 
Ground 


KARACHI, — The purdah, strict 
Moslem code for feminine behavior 
which decrees that a woman should) 
not display her beauty, is fast losing 
ground in predominantly - Moslem 
Pakistan. 

Feminist leaders say it will have 
vanished completely within 10 years. 

In the towns and cities, women are 
still seen wearing the “burqa’’, the 
voluminous, white, tent-like purdah 
garment which covers them from 
head to foot, leaving only a criss- 
cross openwork grill through which 
to peer, 

But these are in the minority, 
probably less than 15 per cent, of the 
women in the whole country, 

It is chiefly women of middle class 
who still cling to old purdah cus- 
toms and even they now are being 
forced by circumstances out of their 
entrenched positions. The modern 
flats springing up are not built for 
purdah, 

The orthodox cite the Koran which 
says: 

“Say to the believing woman that 
they should lower their gaze and 
guard their modesty, that they should 
not display their beauty and orna- 
ments except what (must ordinarily) 
appear thereof, that they should draw 
their veils over their bosoms and not 
display their beauty.” 

Against this, progressive religious 
thinkers hold the Koran to mean 
simply that women should observe 
due modesty in their dress and be- 
have becomingly in public.

Smoke Jumpers 
Take Annual 
Spring Training 


PRINCE ALBERT, Sask.—Saskat- 
chewan's smoke-jumpers, on call 
throughout the forest fire season to 
fly into remote northern timbered 
areas and tackle fires in their early 


stages, are getting their annual 
spring training. 
The smoke-jumpers are used to 


fighting fires anywhere in the prov- 
ince’s 100,000 square miles of pra- 
tected forest. They parachute to 
fires from Saskatchewan government 
airways planes whenever they can 
reach the outbreak before overland 
crewst Water power units and vari- 
ous types of sprays are dropped with 
them, 

Only men between the ages of 21 
and 32 are accepted for the rugged 
occupation. Men with experience in 
bush work and forest life are pre- 
ferred, 

The rigid, three-week training 
schedule includes P.T, exercises, para- 
chute packing, fire suppression work, 
map reading and eight practice 
jumps. 

In June, when the hazard season 
is receding along the southern forest 
belt, the smoke-jumpers move to 
summer quarters at Lac la Ronge 
north of Prince Albert to fight fires 
in more northerly districts. 

The jumpmaster is D. W. Kelly, in 
his sixth year as a smoke-jumper. 
He organized smoke-jumping here.

Pioneer Printer 
Shot At Buffalo 
On Wild Prairie 


MACLEOD, Alta. — Thomas 
Clarke figures he took part in 
one of the country’s last wild 
buffalo hunts — from a train. 
And they didn’t get the buffalo. 


A pioneer Alberta printer, Clarke} 


was on his way west in 1884 with a 
troop of Mounties. He believes he 
was the first man to set type for the 
Calgary Herald which started publi- 
cation in the 1880s. The Mounties 
of course had already been on the 
Prairies for 10 years. They came to 
Macleod in 1875, the year that Clarke 
landed at Quebec with his parents 
from Suffolk, England, where he 
was born in 1863. 

His father settled near Owen 
Sound, Ont., and young Clarke be- 
came an apprentice printer at Mea- 
ford, but the spirit of adventure 
caused him to move west in 1872. 
He got a job with the old Winnipeg 
Sun but soon enlisted in the North 
West Mounted Police. 

He was sent to Qu’Appelle, Sask., 
then to Regina and helped to build 
the Regina police barracks. From 
there he went to Maple Creek, Sask., 
and on to Calgary in 1884. 

It was on the train ride from Medi- 
cine Hat to Calgary, Clarke recalls, 
that a brakeman came into the coach 


and said there was a buffalo up the} 


tracks, 

“Everybody grabbed. a carbine, re- 
gardless of number—the police num- 
bered everything, even the man—and 


stuck them through windows and 
fired away as we passed, 3ut no- 
body hit the Buffalo.” 

Clarke was given permission to 


work as a printer in Calgary while 
still in the police force, but in 1887 
he got a job with the Macleod Gaz- 
ette. Later, with his brother Fred, 
he started the Macleod Advance and 
Southern Alberta Advertiser. 

He still has the equipment to turn 
out business cards and handbills at 
his home, but says that at his age 
“a fellow shakes a bit too much” to 
hold a stick of type.

GARDEN NOTES 


Cultivation Not Only 


Kills Weeds, But 


Keeps Soil In Condition 


Why Cultivate 

Weed killing is only minor reason 
for cultivation. The main purpose is 
to put the soil in condition that fa- 
vors growth of the flowers and vege- 
tables we plant. Most soils, especial- 
ly the heavier sorts, if left unculti- 
vated will pack down so hard that 
plants either good or bad have little 
chance to flourish, Cultivation keeps 
them open, breaks up the hard lumps 
and lets in necessary air. In time, 
cultivation alone will greatly improve 
the texture of soil, though the addi- 
tion of humus and fertilizer will 
speed the process. Experts usually 
cultivate their gardens, both flower 
and vegetable, once a week during 
the main growing season, that is 
from the time the soil is fit to work 
in the spring until, say, mid-July. 
This weekly cultivation is not much 
of a chore after the first digging or 
plowing in the spring. Much of it 
can be accomplished simply by drag- 
ging a cultivator (either hand or 
tractor powered) over the ground 
lightly. 

Weeds do not get much of a chance 
to grow big in a week, though they 
will be a lot tougher to handle if left 
undisturbed much longer than that. 
It is really amazing how growth 
spurts along after a good cultivation. 
Especially is this true if the job is

A Healthy Garden 


In pioneer days, it is true, so far 
as gardens were concerned, there 
were not nearly as many bugs lurk- 
ing around as is the case today. 
These things increased as the coun- 
try opened up, and if they didn’t 
originate in Canada they soon “hitch- 
hiked here. Today we are literally 
surrounded by all sorts of things that 
will quickly ravage the garden unless 
we are on the alert. 

But it is not difficult to have fine 
flowers and crisp Vegetables even 
with all their enemies. The first care 
should be to keep the garden in 
healthy condition. A well-cultivated, 
well-fertilized plant is the first and 
main defense, 

Of course specific bugs and dis- 
eases will require specific counter 
measures. Fortunately modern science 
has kept well abreast of the new 
troubles. Careful gardeners will al- 
ways be on the watch for any attack, 
will examine any damage like wilted 
or partially destroyed or eaten 
leaves, will regard with suspicion any 
sudden check. Careful gardenérs 
will also supply themselves with some 
sort of a duster or sprayer and the 
proper materials to go with them, 
There is all sorts of equipment avail- 
able, and for the small garden it is 
not necessary to spend more than a 
dollar or two. 

As a general rule, insects that eat 
the foliage are attacked with a poi- 
son such as DDT, arsenate of lead, 
etc., while those that suck out the 
juices like aphids and other plant 
lice are controlled with preparations 
incorporating nicotine or tobacco so- 
lutions, lime, sulphur or special soap, 
Finely ground sulphur dust is an ex- 
|cellent preventive for diseases like 
rust,
